He won the Florida Derby by three lengths (1% 
miles in 1:49%; under 118 pounds), and eight other races. He also was third in Kentucky 
Derby, beaten by Broker’s Tip and Head Play. Charley O. is a full brother to Mike 
Hall, winner of 19 races and $213,420, including Agua Caliente, Latonia Cup (twice, in- 
cluding new American record of 3:48%5 for 2!,; miles at three), Dixie, Great Lakes, Wash- 
ington Handicaps, placed in other stakes. Mike Hall is co-holder of American record for mile 
and 70 yards, 1:40%;. *Clonakilty also produced Cathop, and others. Charley O. entered 
the stud in the 1936 season. He has proved himself very sure with his mares and his first 
crop, yearlings in 1938, have outstanding conformation.

Michigan Boy won the Louisiana Derby, Rex Handicap, and seven other races. He was 
second in Derby Trial Stakes and fourth in Preakness (to Gallant Fox, Crack Brigade, and 
Snowflake), also second in Chesapeake Stakes to Sweet Sentiment, but was disqualified. In 
1934 Michigan Boy had four foals. three of which won, including Magnolia Cash (5 wins), 
Earl B., and Al Carlys (5 wins up to 1 1-16 miles). In 1935 he had five foals, only one of 
which raced, Lafayette Boy (winner of 3 straight races in New England before he broke 
his leg and was destroyed). Michigan Boy has had limited opportunities as a sire in Louisi- 
ana. The dams of each of his winners never won, and all of his foals have been raised in 
Louisiana. Michigan Boy’s dam won at two, three, and five, and aiso has produced Michigan 
Girl (dam of Jewell Dorsett), Michigan Lad, Skunner, Dorothy B., and the producer Sekao.

Chance Play won the Jockey Club Gold Cup, Saratoga Cup, Havre de 
Grace Cup, Lincoln, Toboggan, Potomac, Continental, Aqueduct, Merchants’ 
and Citizens’ Handicaps, and Youthful Stakes, was second in Junior Champion, 
Dwyer Stakes, Maryland, Gadsden D. Bryan Memorial, Brooklyn, Queens 
County, Thanksgiving, Bayview Handicaps, and President’s Plate, third in 
Futurity and Hopeful.

Ladysman won eight races and $134,260, competing against the best horses 
of his day. He won at distances from six furlongs to 114, miles, carrying high 
weights. He won Arlington Futurity, United States Hotel, Hopeful, Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes, Suburban Handicap, was second in Futurity, Preakness, Santa Anita 
Handicap, Saratoga Special Stakes, and third in Metropolitan, Stars and Stripes, 
and San Juan Capistrano Handicaps. Seventeen of 20 mares bred to him in 1937 
by Almahurst Farm, including 10 maiden mares, are in foal. Ladysman’s pedigree 
represents a concentration of the powerful lines of Sundridge and Cyllene, the latter 
particularly lacking in American mares.

Sun Teddy had a successful racing career. Including three starts at four in 
1937, he won eight of 18 races, was four times second, twice third, and earned 
$24,000.

His sire was a great horse 
and a brilliant sire. His dam never raced but has been a fine producer.

Equipoise was retired to the stud in the 1935 season after winning 29 races, finishing 
second 10 times, third four times, and earning $338,610 to become the world’s second 
greatest money-winner. He won three other races, including the Metropolitan Handicap 
and Youthful Stakes, but was disqualified. Equipoise won Keene Memorial, Juvenile, 
National Stallion, Great American, Whitney, Wilson (twice), Pimlico Futurity Stakes, 
Eastern Shore, Harford, Toboggan, Metropolitan (twice), Stars and Stripes, Havre de 
Grace, Philadelphia (twice), Suburban, Arlington, Dixie, Whitney Gold Trophy Handicaps, 
Arlington Gold Cup, Hawthorne Gold Cup, Saratoga Cup, and was placed in many other 
stakes. Under 128 pounds he set the world’s record of 1:34%5 for a mile over a circular 
track.

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Fund for Research 


N an attempt to provide a substantial founda- 
I tion and some assurance of permanence for 
research work now under way at the University 
of Kentucky, the American Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers Association recently launched an effort to 
raise an endowment fund of $100,000. Invita- 
tions to participate in this very worthy endeavor 
have gone out principally to race tracks, breed- 
ers’ associations of various kinds, and companies 
concerned with the exhibition and promotion of 
horses, but the attention of all those who are 
interested in the welfare of the horse is wel- 
comed. Already a number of race course execu- 
tives nave signified that their organizations will 
contribute toward the fund, though as yet no 
announcement has been made as to the amounts 
concerned. 

Our purpose in again calling attention to the 
endowment fund campaign is to give publicity to 
a letter written last week by Major Louie A. 
Beard, secretary and treasurer of the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, to C. F. 
Curtis, president of the Percheron Horse Asso- 
ciation of America, in connection with the cam- 
paign. Mr. Curtis had asked for further infor- 
mation as to the purposes of the proposed fund 
Major Beard’s letter follows: 

Lexington, Ky., March 4, 1938 
Mr. C. F. Curtis, President, 
Percheron Horse Association of America, 
Ames, lowa. 
My dear Mr. Curtis: 

I was very glad to get your letter of March 2nd and 
to learn of your interest in the Research Center which 
we are trying to establish at the University of Ken- 
tucky. 

It has become more and more apparent during the 
last few years that continued research is very neces- 
sary, as we have started a great many times only to 
be confronted with the fact that funds were exhausted, 
and our work was wasted. In addition to this, it is 
also an apparent fact that there is very little truly 
known about breeding conditions and about a great 
many things which affect the raising of foals to ma- 
turity. 

These two thoughts prompted the founding of a Re- 
search Center and our plan of financing it is briefly 
this: To establish a fund which in time should amount 
to about $100,000 and use the increment from that fund 
to fill in gaps when other available funds might be 
near the exhaustion point. In other words, this fund 
is not to be used except for extraordinary reasons and 


the research will be financed ge hone by a contribu- 
tion of at least $5,000 annually from this association

and from what Federal and State grants we will be 
able to get from time to time. If you do not already 
know it, the University of Kentucky's Agricultural 
Department is offering its entire facilities for use in 
this research, the money that we are to furnish to be 
used to employ extra men whose time will be devoted 
solely to horse subjects. This could not be done with 
the personnel paid by the State as their duties require 
work with sheep, cattle, etc. We are also to buy ex- 
perimental stock and equipment which is not furnished 
by the State, so that in truth the State of Kentucky 
is aiding this plan to an extent which amounts to 50 
per cent, at least, of the total. 

As to raising the $100,000 endowment fund, it will 
naturally take some time and its growth will be slow, 
but I am trying to get the racing associations (which 
are now so prosperous), both the Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred organizations, together with hunt clubs 
and breeding associations of other breeds, and private 
subscriptions, to gradually build the fund up. ust at 
present we are in a position where we can carry the 
research for two years in the future but in that two 
vears we would like to accumulate the fund and have 
it available in the event our plan would bog down at 
the end of that time. 

Every bit of information which is obtained will be 
evailable to all horsemen whether they subscribe or 
not and I hope it will really become a national fountain 
of information. It is our intention to go into all phases 
of breeding and raising horses, including sterility, diet 
or nutrition, bone structure, and the various diseases 
and parasites which are at present obnoxious. 

If there is any further information you would like 
please do not hesitate to call on me, and if at any time 
you would care to have what information we now have 
available I hope you will let me know.

As the above letter indicates, an especialiy 
fortunate arrangement has been worked out for 
carrying on sorely needed research in the various 
ills of horsefiesh. Capital expense has been elimi- 
nated by the willingness of the University of Ken- 
tucky and the connected Agricultural Experiment 
Station to cooperate in the work and furnish the 
buildings and equipment, and the money which 
is subscribed by individuals and organizatious 
goes principally for manpower to carry on the 
involved and difficult investigations. There is a 
mutual advantage for horsemen and for the Uni- 
versity, for each gains something which would 
otherwise be impossible. It is most important 
that this arrangement be made permanent in 
order that its full possibilities may be realized in 
the years to come. We doubt whether the 
horsemen of America will ever have a better op- 
portunity to invest profitably in the general wel- 
fare of the horse. 
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A Trainers Diary 
By Venture All 


ANUARY 31 to February 6.—I would not 

recommend training horses as a vocation for 
persons who are highly nervous, or for those who 
cannot take a sudden and unexpected blow and 
come up undaunted. although perhaps bleeding 
inwardly. I know of no business where such sud- 
den and complete about-faces come, as one en- 
counters in training a racing stable. One morn- 
ing everything is fine, all the horses are eating 
and sound, working well, and one’s air castles 
reach sometimes fantastic heights. The next sun- 
rise may find them in the dust of what might 
have been. 

For the past two weeks I had been nursing 
and treating with every known remedy my 2-year- 
old colt and filly, and had become quite cheerful 
over their rapid recovery, which although not 
complete, was sufficient to warrant sending them 
back to galloping. The filly rallied from her 
fever very quickly, and on Monday looked her 
old self again, and was, as the boys say, “r’aring 
to go.” I breezed the colt three-eighths in :39 
on Tuesday, and again on Wednesday, and al- 
lowed him to gallop out an easy half-mile. The 
filly only galloped and stood at the gate until 
Friday, when I breezed both of them three fur- 
longs in :39, that being as slow as Mike could 
hold the filly. 

Sunday morning was one of those gorgeous 
things that I have seen only in Florida. Not too 
cold, not too warm, air like wine, and the sun 
brilliant. After ponying Steve once around the 
track, I decided to work the 2-year-olds_ to- 
gether. I got a good boy to ride the colt, and 
put Mike on my filly, and went trackward full 
of hope and pleasant anticipation of watching 
these two handsome young things run head-and- 
head into the wind. I galloped with them once 
around the track, pulled them up, and turned out 
to let them get their breath. Afterward we 
walked and jogged back into a gallop and I pulled 
up to time them, just before they broke at the 
three-eighths pole. 

Away they went, the filly fighting for her head 
and Mike taking another wrap in his reins. As 
they came to the head of the stretch and passed 
the quarter-pole, I saw the filly bear out slightly, 
then saw Mike totter in his seat, and the filly 
got out of control and head across the track to- 
ward the outside rail. In two heart-beats she had 
reached the rail. She saw it and tried to turn 
down with it, but her momentum and the un- 
fortunate height of the rail (just breast high) 
tripped her over it, and I saw her slither over, 
turn a flip and lie still, while Mike flew through 
the air and also came down still. 

It seems that one of the billets broke and al- 
lowed the saddle to turn toward the inside, al- 
most unseating Mike and frightening the filly so 
that she just started for the safety of home. 
Mike was knocked insensible, badly shaken, and 
a bit bruised. On the bright turf lay my beau- 
tiful little filly with her neck broken. 

In the Stud Book after the name of her dam 
will appear the note that her 1936 foal died. And 
none will guess the brilliant record that filly 
might have made but for that one mad moment 
of fright, when a little leather strap pulled in 
two.

The "Most Intelligent'' Line 


EADERS from many points, all lovers of the 

Thoroughbred, continue to write me about 
their horses and their problems. I cannot reply 
personally to all, but will try to answer the ques- 
tions about training in these columns as rapidly 
as I can. 

An interesting letter is from S. S., away out 
in South Dakota, who sends me a number of 
snapshots of his horses and the “range’”’ in that 
part of the world. Mr. S. is one of the thous- 
ands of breeders who provide the horse-power 
available for our Army. He is carrying on the 
work our Government has been fostering through 
the Remount Division, breeding a band of good 
range mares to a Thoroughbred sire. He is in 
the cow business and uses his half-breeds in that 
work and sells his extra horses, mostly to the 
Army. From the photos of them, I would say 
he is breeding a good type of horse, and one that 
will be found superior in every respect to the 
ordinary range stock. As an example of how 
adaptable is the Thoroughbred to whatever en- 
vironment he may find himself in, I quote what 
Mr. S. says about his own Thoroughbred stallion: 
“My horse was 7 years old with a set of badly 
bowed tendons when I brought him here. At 
the end of six years he is a better, sounder horse 
in spite of drought, poor feed, service of 20 to 30 
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mares, and six to nine months on the range, oats 
and wild hay for winter, and most of that poor 
quality.” From the picture of this horse with 
a western saddle on his back, I take it that he 
also takes his regular turn at the cattle work of 
the ranch. And this horse was formerly a rather 
good race horse, too. 

Mr. S., besides numerous others who have writ- 
ten in, wants to know what male line it is that 
I said some time ago I thought the most highly 
intelligent and tractable of any we have. Breed- 
ers of half-breds think these characteristics as 
important to them in producing horses for polo, 
army mounts, ranch work, etc., as I feel they are 
important to me in producing race horses. The 
male line referred to is that of Domino through 
his inbred grandson Ultimus. Ultimus was 
unique among horses, and seems to have had con- 
solidated in him both the finest intelligence and 
the greatest factors for speed. His son High 
Time, from a Domino mare, seems to have had 
the same factors greatly intensified. These fac- 
tors are carrying on through his descendants to 
a very remarkable degree, and can be used as 
such by breeders to a highly dependable degree. 

Among the pictures sent me by Mr. S. were 
those of a half-bred colt and his dam, a paint 
mare, and the colt was also a very attractively 
marked paint, and showed his Thoroughbred 
blood plainly in his conformation. I would sug- 
gest to Western breeders that, in my opinion, 
there is a very good market indeed for half- 
breds marked in this manner. They are highly 
desirable for lead-ponies on the race track, for 
polo ponies, for park hacks, and for riding 
academies. Everyone, it seems, loves a paint 
horse. 


RHODE ISLAND 


Narragansett Park 


EW RULES adopted by the Rhode Island 

Division of Horse Racing were announced 
last week, and at the same time announcement 
of stakes for the summer meeting (August 1 
to September 10) was made. 

The Division adopted, as rule 259, the N. A. S. 
R. C. recommendation of last January, in respect 
to weights to be carried, providing that in over- 
night claiming and condition races the weights, 
except for allowances, shall not be more than 
six pounds below scale, and that 103 pounds shall 
be minimum weight, and also providing minimum 
top weight of 126 pounds for handicaps closing 
more than 72 hours before the running, minimum 
top weight of 122 pounds for overnight handi- 
caps. 

Rule 123 seems a deliberate effort to avoid 
repetition of the situation which touched off the 
explosion at Narragansett Park last summer. It 
provides that in cases when the placing judges 
decide a photograph is necessary to determine 
any position, no number shall be flashed until the 
—— of the first four horses is decided. Other 
rules: 


No. 73. No director, official, employee, or any person 
acting in an official capacity shall enter or cause to be 
entered. either directly or indirectly, any horse in 
which he or she has an interest, financial or other- 
wise. Violators of this rule may be either suspended 
or ruled off. 

No. 77. All entries and declarations shall be under 
the supervision of the stewards—.and all stewards shall 
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meet not later than 10 minutes before scratch time 
(8:00 a. m.) each racing day in an office at the track 
provided for them by the association. 

To Rule 120 is added: ‘No starter or assistant 
starter shall intentionally delay starts. . .. Vio- 
lators may be immediately removed from the 
grounds.” This rule apparently grew out of a 
charge made last year that deliberate delaying 
of the starts, for the benefit of the pari-mutuel 
machines, was in practice. 

The stakes and purses for the 36-day summer 
meeting show material increases. At the 30-day 
summer meeting in 1937, the 12 stakes had a total 
value of $69,500. This year there will be 14 stakes 
with a total value of $105,000, this being an in- 
crease in endowment of slightly more than 50 
per cent. Total distribution this year will be 
$425,000, a daily average of $11,806. This is an 
increase of 7.5 per cent over the $10,982 which 
was the average daily distribution at the 1937 
summer meeting. 

The stakes program is a well balanced one, 
and breeders will be glad to note four races for 
fillies on it. The New England Oaks, with $7,500 
added, is the best of these, and sprinting 3-year- 
old fillies will have a chance in the Betsy Will- 
iams Stakes, at six furlongs. A stakes for 2-year- 
old fillies and one for fillies 3 years old and up 
are also offered. Three-year-olds of both sexes get 
two chances, a sprint and a 14 mile stakes, the 
former with $5,000 added, the latter with $10,000. 
Two-year-olds of both sexes may compete for 
the $7,500 added Old Colony Stakes. The remain- 
ing seven stakes are handicaps, ranging from 
six furlongs to 1 3-16 miles. Richest of these is 
the $25,000 added Narragansett Special, which 
will be run September 3. 

All the stakes close July 15, and attention is 
invited to an advertisement on the outside back 
cover of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


ARKANSAS 
Oaklawn Park 


IRST week of the 30-day meeting at Hot 

Springs closed March 5, with good weather, 
good attendance through the first six days. On 
opening day, February 28, the principal race was 
a $1,000 purse won by the good sprinter Leading 
Article, at the direct expense of Nation’s Taste. 
The Milky Way Farm racer tried again on March 
4, went under again, this time to another good 
sprinter, Appealing. But Milky Way got two wins 
during the week. Mars Shield, winner of the 
Texas Derby in 1937, held on through the stretch 
on March 5 to turn back another ‘Derby’ win- 
ner, Mrs. V. Wyse’s Eastport, winner of the Ark- 
ansas Derby last year. On March 1 the stable 
won with the maiden Marcie S., a daughter of 
*Bull Dog. Eastport and Professor Paul, which 
finished two-three behind Mars Shield, had done 
the same thing behind Mrs. K. N. Gilpin’s Buck 
Langhorne on March 2. Two allowance races for 
3-year-olds were also offered during the week. 
One of these went to P. L. Kelley’s She’s Right, 
a Supremus filly bred by Hal Price Headley, the 
other to Mrs Gilpin’s Tedmelia. a filly by *Teddy.

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HE Jockey Club, whose members on occasion 

have been spitefully dismissed as ‘“‘the Bour- 
bons of Park Avenue,” and which has frequently 
been “damned with faint praise,” is and has been 
for over 40 years the backbone of racing and 
breeding in America. 

Without The Jockey Club racing and Thorough- 
bred breeding would never have been placed on 
a firm foundation and it is doubtful if the sport 
could have survived that chaotic decade between 
1900 and 1910, when racing reached its lowest 
ebb in this country since the Civil War. The ob- 
jection has been raised that The Jockey Club is 
merely an imitation of the Jockey Club of Eng- 
land, which to my mind is one of the finest things 
that can be said of it, for the British Jockey 
Club is possibly the finest body of sportsmen in 
the world and those of us who are familiar with 
its traditions and its workings vainly hope to 
see the day when racing as a whole in this 
country will be as well governed as in England. 

Despite the fact that modern racing may be 
said to have begun in this country with the run- 
ning of the first Jersey Derby won by Norfolk 
in 1864 at Paterson, N. J., and the inauguration 
of the Travers Stakes, won by Kentucky at Sara- 
toga later in the same year, there was no or- 
ganized control of the sport as a whole prior 
to 1891. All associations were laws unto them- 
selves and functioned as they pleased. 

Due principally to the tireless efforts of the 
elder Pierre Lorillard, owner of Parole, Iroquois, 
and other great stakes winners, the Board of 
Control was formed. This body was organized 
February 16, 1891, and consisted of seven mem- 
bers: David D. Withers, representing Monmouth 
Park; James G. K. Lawrence, representing the 
Coney Island Jockey Club; Philip J. Dwyer, rep- 
resenting the Brooklyn Jockey Club; and John 
A. Morris, representing the New York Jockey 
Club, together with Alexander J. Cassatt, of Phil- 
adelphia, John Hunter of Westchester County, 
New York, and James Galway, of New Jersey. 
These latter were the most prominent owners 
of Thoroughbreds of the period. Mr. Withers was 
elected chairman, Mr. Lawrence treasurer, and 
Walter S. Vosburgh secretary. Mr. Vosburgh is 
the only one of those mentioned now alive. 

The Board of Control functioned more or less 
smoothly for two years. At the end of the racing 
season of 1893—this was one of the black years 
in our financial history, with its attendant panic 
—the racing associations announced a drastic 
reduction in stakes and purses for 1894, due to 
a shrinkage of revenues. 

Naturally the proposed reductions met with no 
favor among the horsemen, who lost no time in 
signifying their dissatisfaction. Their leader was 
James R. Keene, whose 2-year-old Domino had 
swept the boards in the juvenile division that 
year. A meeting was held in the Fifth Avenue 
Hctel in December, 1893, and in a speech Mr. 
Keene declared the Board of Control was con- 
trolled by the owners of the race courses, that 
the owners of the horses had practically no voice 
as to the manner in which racing was to be

conducted, and that the time had come when a 
Jockey Club patterned along the lines of that 
functioning in England should be formed. 

A committee was appointed to meet the Board 
of Control in an effort to bring about the forma- 
tion of such an organization. In this manner The 
Jockey Club came into being. The club was to 
consist of 50 members and its management was 
entrusted to seven stewards, who were John 
Hunter, James R. Keene, August Belmont, J. O. 
Donner, Dr. Gideon L. Knapp, Col. W. P. Thomp- 
son, and F. K. Sturgis. Mr. Hunter was elected 
chairman, Mr. Vosburgh was appointed secretary 
pro tem, and when the organization of The 
Jockey Club was completed, Mr. Sturgis was 
appointed secretary-treasurer. 

Colonel Thompson and Dr. Knapp died shortly 
after the formation of The Jockey Club, and 
James Galway and Andrew Miller were elected to 
succeed them. On Mr. Donner’s death he was 
succeeded by Francis R. Hitchcock. Then Mr. 
Hunter resigned as chairman and John H. Brad- 
ford succeeded him as a steward and August 
Belmont was elected chairman. On the death of 
Mr. Bradford. Schuyler L. Parsons succeeded him, 
and when James R. Keene died in January, 1913, 
he was succeeded by the Hon. John Sanford. Mr. 
Keene had been vice chairman of The Jockey 
Club from its formation in 1894 until January 
24, 1895, when he was succeeded by Col. W. P. 
Thompson. On Colonel Thompson's death, Febru- 
ary 3, 1896, Mr. Keene again took over the duties 
of vice chairman and discharged them until his 
death. He was succeeded by Frank K. Sturgis. 
When Mr. Parsons died in 1917 he was succeeded 
as steward by Richard T. Wilson. Mr. Miller died 
in 1919 and was succeeded by Joseph E. Widener. 
Mr. Sanford resigned as steward in 1921 and was 
succeeded by William Woodward. 

Of the foregoing only Messrs. Widener and 
Woodward still survive. Payne Whitney was a 
steward from December 30, 1924, until his death, 
May 25, 1927. His brother, Harry Payne Whitney, 
became a steward October 13, 1927, and remained 
one until his death, October 26, 1930. 

At this writing the stewards are William 
Woodward, Joseph E. Widener, John E. Cowdin, 
Joseph E. Davis, A. H. Morris, George H. Bull, 
and Robert A. Fairbairn. 

August Belmont succeeded to the chairman- 
ship of The Jockey Club January 24, 1895, and 
held the position to the day of his death, De- 
cember 10, 1924. He was succeeded by Frank K. 
Sturgis, who held office until he died November 
3, 1930, to be succeeded by the incumbent, 
William Woodward. 

Frank K. Sturgis succeeded James R. Keene 
as vice chairman in 1913. On his elevation to the 
chairmanship in 1924 he was succeeded by H. K. 
Knapp. Mr. Knapp in turn was succeeded by 
William Woodward in 1925, and Mr. Woodward 
by the incumbent, Joseph E. Widener, in 1930. 

There have been but three secretary-treasurers 
in the lifetime of The Jockey Club, Frank K. 
Sturgis from March 1, 1894, to February 26, 
1913; H. K. Knapp from March 15, 1913, to De- 
cember 30, 1924; and John E. Cowdin from 
December 30, 1924, to date.

Coast to Coast 


HE sheer perfection of War Admiral’s per- 
formance last Saturday possibly will convince 
those reluctant, like myself, to concede the brown 
colt the encomium of ‘best son of Man o’ War,” 
over the stout Crusader. Taking top weight and 
the outside position, War Admiral won the 
Widener Handicap in a quarter-mile, led as he 
pleased for the next seven furlongs, as Charley 
Kurtsinger pleased for the final eighth. There 
wasn't much to it; the colt was away with that 
perky and apparently tireless bound—which isn’t 
particularly the way a horse should run, either 
and nothing behind him could catch him, or 
even threaten to catch him. As the Queen in 
Alice said, “I'd as soon try to stop a Bander- 
snatch.” 

The highest order of merit undoubtedly goes 
to the type of horse which, like War Admiral 
and his still greater sire, lays down a trail of 
blinding speed from flag to finish line, smother- 


ing the sprinters, running off from the stayers,’ 


and is apparently able to hold any pace for any 
distance horses go. But public imagination and 
public affection will always go, I suspect, to the 
Omahas and Twenty Grands and Cavalcades 
which come up through the dust and the sweat 
of the ruck. This, as you may have anticipated, 
is by way of changing the subject to Stagehand, 
whose Santa Anita Handicap victory was one 
of the more amazing performances of the winter 
season. For a 3-year-old to run down so redoubt- 
able a field in early March smacks of disrespect 
for his elders. And he was giving weight by scale 
to Aneroid and Pompoon and Sceneshifter and 
most of the others. 

Winter racing produces few really high-class 
3-year-olds. That is to say, it hasn't in the past. 
I will immediately have Brevity and Black Gold 
hurled at me, but 1 think they can be ducked. 
Brevity started twice in Florida at three. Black 
Gold made his first 3-year-old start in March, 
did not race in January or February. Neither 
could be considered to have made a winter cam- 
paign. But winter racing yearly becomes more 
important, and the class of the 3-year-olds en- 
gaged in it seems to be going up steadily. Stage- 
hand, no part a sprinter, might be the first to 
come from an extended winter campaign to 
major 38-year-old honors. Guessing after a quick 
glance about, I doubt if it will take War Admiral 
or an Omaha or a Bold Venture or a Granville 
to lead the division this season. On the other 
hand, James Fitzsimmons is at his old habit of 
saying nothing and sawing wood. Barring acci- 
dents in training, Fighting Fox will be a mighty 
fit horse about May 7. 


Note on Sires 


ig used to be that sire leadership was decided 
at least as late as midsummer. Last year I 
remarked, after the Santa Anita Handicap, that 
The Porter had enough other good represent- 
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atives to hold the lead that Rosemont had given 
him. He held it, though Man o’ War pushed him 
pretty hard. This year even a boxing expert 
could predict that *Sickle will lead the list. Last 
year the Widener stallion sired winners of about 
$180,000, and he was sixth. His get have won 
above $150,000 already this season, and it would 
take a major miracle to get him out of the lead. 


Elected Favorites 


ITH the closing of Hialeah Park comes a 

howl or so concerning the defeat of favor- 
ites there. With all due respect for the principles 
of democracy, I do not see that, because a plu- 
rality of race-goers decide that the ‘No. 6 horse”’ 
should be the winner, No. 6 is therefore display- 
ing a form reversal if he loses. Without prying 
too much into the Hialeah situation, I noticed in 
passing a week or so ago that one of the “out- 
siders’’ which won was the best bet of one selec- 
tor. Without casting any aspersions on Hialeah’s 
patrons, I personally witnessed two persons, in 
January, walk out to look at the Turf race and 
say “Oh, a steeplechase!"’ And a friend reported 
overhearing this gem: “Let’s bet on the 6-to-5 
horse, because at that price there won’t be many 
people on him.’’ For two weeks I checked re- 
sults at Hialeah, found that 31 per cent of the 
favorites had won, and putting all this together, 
I cannot make much of a case for inconsistency. 
In racing, when a horse is “elected,” it is always 
by a minority—-public voting doesn’t count. 

Not to labor the point too much, last Saturday 
at Hialeah Park the consensus of Daily Racing 
Form selections included four winners. Only one 
of them, War Admiral, was a post favorite. With- 
out too large a bouquet to the selectors, I should 
rank their opinion ahead of that of Florida’s 
tourist population, and should adjudge the rac- 
ing of that day considerably more formful than 
the charts show. 

I often wonder, too, how an upset in other 
sports is received with complacency, and an up- 
set in racing brings such vociferation. An in- 
and-out baseball or football team is accepted as 
being occasionally capable of excellent play, oc- 
casionally unable to get out of its own way, and 
the matter rests at that. But an in-and-out 
horse! One cry after another goes up, until 
stewards order his entry refused. On the same 
principle, Judge Landis would bar Dizzy Dean 
from baseball—-which might not be a bad idea at 
that. Boxing would lose its current champion, 
who has had several good and bad fights in the 
last year or so. Last football season had its up- 
sets by the dozens every Saturday. All this is 
very well, and nobody minded. But the favorites 
get beat at Hialeah? Call out the N. A.S.R.C.! 
Chivvy the starter! Declare to qualify! 

Sometimes I think one of my Turf writing 
friends is right when he reminds me, as I go to 
bet, ‘‘all horse-players check their brains at the 
gate.” 


Texas Election 


ACING in Texas went out, last year, largely 

as the result of a personal feud between Gov- 
ernor Allred and the Waggoner brothers. There 
were other points involved, but that was the larg- 
est. Next fall Governor Allred will be up for re- 
election. The nature of his opposition is uncertain, 
though racing forces hope that “Ma” Ferguson 
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will enter the race. If she does, Texans tell me, 
she will win; if she doesn’t, Allred will probably 
be reelected. 

Texas merchants who, it was claimed, objected 
to unpaid bills by persons who raced well but 
not wisely, are now reported to be noticing the 
drop in business consequent to the closing of the 
tracks, and to feel that unmade accounts are 
even worse than temporarily unpaid ones. The 
revenue from racing has been made up by addi- 
tional taxes, and if Texans like taxes they’re 
alone in it. Anyway, though racing is not likely 
to be an open issue in the 1938 election, it will be 
an underground one. The Senate will vote for 
racing; the House is more doubtful. Should a 
governor favorable to racing get in, he (or she) 
could probably swing the balance. It is probable, 
in any event, that a measure legalizing pari- 
mutuel betting under a local option plan will 
be tacked on to some revenue measure next 
spring.

Bryan Leaves Pimlico 


It was announced March 2 that Frank J. 
Bryan, a veteran racing official who has served 
as racing secretary at Pimlico for more than 30 
years, had severed his connection with the track. 
In the letter in which he tendered his resignation, 
Mr. Bryan said: 

“Existing conditions in the policies of the 
Maryland Jockey Club seem to threaten many of 
the traditions that have earned for Pimlico the 
respect and support of the very best friends of 
racing.” 

Presumably he referred to the changes which 
have either taken place or have been planned 
since Alfred Vanderbilt became an important 
force in directing the Pimlico track. At least 
one of his objections was to the removal of the 
“hump” in the infield which had earned for the 
track the nickname “Old Hilltop.” 

Mr. Bryan had been notified that he would be 
replaced by Charles McLennan as racing secre- 
tary, but had been asked to serve as steward, 
and as racing secretary for steeplechase events. 
He declined both positions.

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Pedignee Points

Top Row 


HE announcement, contained in an advertise- 

ment in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, that 
Top Row is to make his first stud season this 
year at Norris Royden's Middlebrook Farm, a 
few miles from Lexington, will be a matter of 
considerable interest to breeders. The books of 
most of the best sires have been full for many 
weeks, and the appearance of Top Row, a first- 
class race horse, will probably bring about some- 
thing of a scramble for his services. 

Top-class Hampton-line horses are a rarity in 
this country, though in England they are not 
only numerous but phenomenally successful. In 
the most recent edition of THE BLOOD-HORSE Stal- 
lion Register and Mating Book there are only 
five Hampton-line horses listed, *Bright Knight 
and Dark Hero, standing in Virginia; St. James 
and his son Jamestown, in Kentucky; and Top 
Row’s sire, Peanuts, in New York. Another good 
horse of the line, Petee-Wrack, stands at Ellerslie 
Stud in Virginia. 

Top Row qualifies as an excellent sire prospect. 
The first consideration in judging a horse as a 
stallion entering the stud is his racing record. 
In this respect there can be no question. Top Row 
won just under $100,000 as a 4-year-old, just over 
$100,000 at five. He set one world record, gave 
Indian Broom 30 pounds and forced him to set a 
world record to win, set three other tracks rec- 
ord, and equaled still another one. He ran well 
on all sorts of tracks, acquitted himself well in 
the give-and-take of handicap racing. His 2-year- 
old career was undistinguished, as he succeeded 
only in finishing twice second, three times third, 
in eight starts. At three he first entered the 
ranks of stakes winners. He won the What Cheer 
Handicap at Narragansett Park in new track rec- 
ord time of 1:4825 for 1 1-16 miles, but was dis- 
qualified for fouling. Later in the year he won 
the San Francisco Handicap in world record 
time (1 1-16 miles in 1:42), and it stuck. At four 
he entered upon a spectacular series of stakes 
victories, including the Narragansett Special, the 
Massachusetts Handicap, and the Waggoner Me- 
morial, and at five he won the Santa Anita Hand- 
icap, the world’s richest race. That was his last 
victory, as it has since been impossible to bring 
him back to complete soundness. His breakdown 
last Saturday in the Santa Anita Handicap mark- 
ed the end of his racing career. In all he started 
42 times, was 14 times first, eight times second, 
nine times third, 11 times unplaced (three times 
this year), and earned $213,870. 

Top Row is the one genuinely distinguished son 
of Peanuts, a grand little horse which set a world 
record for nine furlongs nearly a dozen years ago. 
Peanuts stands at Robert L. Gerry’s Aknusti 
Stud in New York, and his opportunities have 
been limited geographically, if not otherwise. As 
a matter of fact, Top Row was raised, not in 
New York, but at Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart’s 
farm in Virginia. Though he has been in the stud 
since 1930, Peanuts has had only 47 registered 
foals, including the 2-year-olds of 1937. Top Row 
has won $213,870 of the $250,025 credited to the 
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get of Peanuts. The son of *Ambassador IV-has 
had only one registered 2-year-old in each of the 
last two years. 

Too High, the dam of Top Row, was one of 
the best 2-year-old fillies of the 1928 racing sea- 
son, though she failed to win a stakes race. She 
won four races, but the best indication of her 
class was perhaps her third in the Saratoga Spec- 
ial, in which Blue Larkspur and Jack High 
finished ahead of her, and Dr. Freeland, Soul of 
Honor, Bargello, and other good horses behind. 
Top Row was her first foal, and of her four sub- 
sequent offspring three have won. 

The pedigree of Top Row has no concentration 
of any strain of blood, except that his dam is by 
High Time, closely inbred to Domino. The first 
name to be repeated from his sire’s to his dam’s 
pedigree is that of St. Simon, which occurs twice 
in the fifth generation. Hampton is in the fifth 
generation, Bend Or in the fifth and sixth, Spring- 
field in the fifth, and to find Isonomy one must 
go back to the sixth generation. *Lady Echline, 
the third dam, is by Cyllene, and *Agnes Sard, 
the dam of Peanuts, is by Sardanapale. The way 
is clear for crossing Top Row with almost any 
mares available, excepting possibly daughters of 
High Time and near descendants of *Ambassa- 
dor IV. 


Another One 


TAGEHAND adds another name to the list 

of first-class horses produced by high-class 
race mares. His dam, Stagecraft, raced seven times 
as a 2-year-old in 1931. She won the Astoria 
Stakes and Beldame Handicap, was second in the 
Tomboy Handicap. From her seven starts she 
won three races, was three times second, once 
unplaced, earning $9,780. The following year she 
was started only twice, finishing once third, once 
unplaced before being retired to the stud at the 
Elmendorf Farm of her owner and_ breeder, 
Joseph E. Widener. She has sent two foals to the 
races, Sceneshifter and Stagehand, both high- 
class horses. 

A high-class race mare is not a necessity in 
producing top race horses, but the high-class race 
mare will produce a far greater percentage of top 
racers than will the average of the breed. 


Fair Play 


HE two big handicaps of last Saturday, at 

Hialeah Park and Santa Anita Park, pro- 
vided another example of the importance of the 
Fair Play blood in breeding stayers in America. 
War Admiral, by Fair Play’s greatest son, Man 
c’ War, won in Florida. At Santa Anita, Stage- 
hand, the winner, is out of a daughter of Fair 
Play, and Seabiscuit, the second horse, is by a 
son of Man o’ War. 

There are now 59 horses which have won as 
much as $125,000 in North America. Five of 
these, Domino, Sysonby, Colin, Ballot, and Kings- 
ton, were foaled before 1910 (when Fair Play 
was a 5-year-old). Among the remaining 54 are 
18 descendants of Fair Play. Display, Man o’ 
War, Mad Hatter, Chance Shot, Mad Play, and 
Chance Play were sired by Fair Play. Others 
descended from Fair Play in male line are War 
Admiral, Seabiscuit, Crusader, Discovery, Fair- 
eno, Plucky Play, Gusto, and Mars. Out of Fair 
Play mares are Sun Beau, Jamestown, Time 
Supply, and Stagehand. 
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CALIFORNIA 


Santa Anita Park 


LOSING on March 12, with the San Juan 

Capistrano Handicap and a consolation race 
for 3-year-olds, Santa Anita Park is now in its 
final week. Officials could congratulate them- 
selves on the best meeting of the four which have 
been held at the track, operators could glow over 
the highest betting totals in post-depression his- 
tory, possibly the highest in the history of pari- 
mutuel betting. 

California’s almost catastrophic flood suspend- 
ed most activities in the Los Angeles district, did 
not break into Santa Anita’s racing, though on 
March 2 roadways to the track were so thor- 
oughly flooded that only a few thousand persons 
got to the track. Washed-out bridges kept trains 
away, and many of those who started to the track 
by automobile were stalled in flood waters on 
the way. Nevertheless, enough persons reached 
the track to wager $194,234, the lowest total of 
the meeting but an extraordinary figure consider- 
ing the conditions. On March 5 the track had 
the biggest handle of its history, when $1,635,071 
went through the machines. Through March 5, 
with one day (March 4) unaccounted for, the 
betting totaled $32,658,319, for a daily average 
of about $640,000. The track had dried so fast 
after the extreme precipitation that the 3-year- 
old Stagehand set a new record in winning the 
Santa Anita Handicap. 

The current week has three important events 
scheduled. On March 9 the Santa Catalina Cali- 
fornia-Bred Championship will be offered, and on 
closing day the $10,000 San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap will be run. Seabiscuit, which won it 
last year after losing the San Antonio and Santa 
Anita Handicaps by a nose, has lost the two lat- 
ter stakes by a nose this year, will probably go 
after the Capistrano. On the same day a some- 
what impromptu stakes for “3-year-olds that 
have not won the Santa Anita Derby” will be 
run. Each time a $1,500 overnight race was 
replaced by a $1,200 one during the meeting, the 
extra $300 was put aside. The total, amounting 
to about $6,000, will be added to the event on 
closing day. 


Galley Slave's First Stakes 


Alfred Vanderbilt has taken to California, for 
three seasons, the swiftest 2-year-olds which have 
performed there. In 1936 his Airflame set a new 
world record of 33 seconds for three furlongs. In 
1937 his Balking equaled it. In 1938 his Galley 
Slave set a new record of 324; seconds for the 
distance. Neither of the first two raced very 
successfully after the winter season was over, 
though Airflame came East and won two stakes 
in his 2-year-old year. But greater things are 
expected of Galley Slave. 

The *Gino filly was made favorite at 9 to 10 
for the Santa Barbara Stakes ($5,000 added, 2- 
year-olds, three furlongs) on March 2, and though 
she ultimately won by a length, her victory was 
hardly all that could be desired. She broke first, 
but early leadership went to King Ranch’s Don 
Manners, a Lovely Manners colt. Galley Slave 


succeeded in outrunning him after a half-mile, 
bothered him slightly by crossing over in front 
of him in the stretch. Dixiana’s Batter, by High 
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Time, came up forwardly in the stretch, but be- 
fore he could get level with the filly she swerved 
out suddenly, bumped him and knocked him off 
stride. Galley Slave went on to win handily hy 
a length. Batter finished second, a length in 
front of his stablemate Likly Lad, a Peter Hasi- 
ings gelding. Don Manners was fourth, another 
length away. In order followed Alice Faye, 
Princess Nane, Trailer, Lovely Bells, Bang. Each 
of the four fillies, Galley Slave, Alice Faye, Prin- 
cess Nane, and Lovely Bells, carried 119 pounds, 
the others had 122. Galley Slave was ridden by 
Raymond Workman, who had had the mount in 
her two previous races. According to Santa 
Anita Park’s electric timer, Galley Slave ran the 
last furlong, through mud, in 10 seconds. Time, 
72425, :34%;5, track muddy. Stakes division, 
$5,450, $1,000, $500, $250.

Salvolatile 


Galley Slave, foaled at Court Manor, New- 
market, Va., February 9, 1936, was sold at Sara- 
toga last August to Thomas B. Cromwell for 
$2,300. A day or so later she was sold privately 
to Mr. Vanderbilt. She has won all of her three 
starts, has earned $6,850. Her dam, Sally's 
Alley, was the leading 2-year-old of 1922. She 
won the Futurity, Pimlico Futurity, Clover 
Stakes, and Capital Handicap, for a total of 
$104,362 at two and three. She has produced 
three foals which lived to racing age, including 
also the winner Sun Alley. Salvolatile won 26 
races and also produced the winners Salvatelle 
(Ottawa, Dominion, King George Handicaps and 
producer) and Sunny Sal, winner at two, second 
in Schuylerville Stakes, and also dam of the win- 
ners Observant (Travers, Wilson Stakes), Black 
Board (to eight, 1937), Good Humor, and Ob- 
serve. Heartburn also produced Heartfelt, dam 
of the producers Aunt Dee and Honey Mine. She 
was half-sister to three winners. 


Stagehand's Great Double 


Had any one predicted, when the Santa Anita 
Park meeting opened, December 25, that a colt 
which was then a maiden 2-year-old would take 
both of the richest stakes of the meeting, there 
might have been reasonable doubt of his sanity. 
But Maxwell Howard’s Stagehand, which was 
noticed, if at all, only because he was a brother 
to Sceneshifter and trained by famous Earl 
Sande, came back to the winner's circle after 
the Santa Anita Handicap with two startling 
records. He had earned more money than any 
other horse had ever garnered in the same space 
of time ($133,800 in 12 days) and he had set 2 
new track record for 114 miles. Meeting one of 
the most powerful fields the rich handicap had 
ever mustered, the 3-year-old had given weight 
by scale to 15 of his 17 opponents, had received 
a concession only from the recognized champion 
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Carroll Photo.

handicap horse Seabiscuit, which gave him seven 
pounds by scale. 

Indian Broom was the only withdrawal of the 
19 overnight entries, Whichcee being left to 
carry the A. C. T. Stock Farm hopes. Seabiscuit 
was favorite at 19 to 10, the Maxwell Howard 
entry of Stagehand and Sceneshifter second, J. 
H. Louchheim’s Pompoon third. The selection 
proved sound, but not in the right order. 

The start, which came in three minutes, was 
a good one. Count Atlas bore over, seriously in- 
terfering with Seabiscuit, but George Woolf 
quickly righted the Hard Tack horse. Pompoon 
got away swerving, but was quickly straightened. 
There were no other sufferers, and the remainder 
of the race was free of interference. Sprinting 
to the front went Whichcee, with Aneroid hard 
after him. Primulus was fourth, Count Atlas 
fifth. Of the strongly backed horses, Pompoon 
was first, racing in seventh place around the first 
turn, some five lengths behind the leader. Stage- 
hand was ninth, two heads behind Pompoon, and 
Sceneshifter was twelfth, two lengths farther 
behind. Rounding the turn Aneroid wrested the 
lead from Whichcee, and Woodberry moved up 
into second place. Whichcee was third and falling 
back at the six-furlong-post, with Pompoon lead- 
ing the second flight, two lengths farther back. 
Finding racing room on the back stretch, Woolf 
suddenly moved with Seabiscuit. The Hard Tack 
horse went sweeping forward, took the lead on 
the turn, and observers later questioned the wis- 
dom of rushing him so hard. At all events Sea- 
biscuit turned into the stretch in front and on 
the rail, with Aneroid, a head behind, still hold- 
ing on gamely. Woodberry was in third place, 
falling back, and now Stagehand came rushing 
forward. With a quarter-mile to go he was 
fourth, two and a half lengths behind Seabiscuit. 
At the eighth-pole Seabiscuit still had a head 
lead over Aneroid, but Stagehand had closed 
the gap, was lapped on the leaders. The final 
furlong was a bitter struggle between Seabiscuit 
and Stagehand, both horses running straight and 
hard at a pace which carried them six lengths 
out from the field. But the 3-year-old never 
ceased to gain. With a remarkable display of 
stamina he cut Seabiscuit’s lead away inch by 
inch, had his nose in front at the finish. Stewards 
ordered a photograph as a matter of precaution, 
but those on the finish line had had little doubt 


of the result. In third place, six lengths behind 
the driving leaders, came Pompoon, game but 
not good enough. Nelson A. Howard’s Gosum, 
next to last for six furlongs and fourteenth at 
the quarter-pole, closed fast to pass tired horses 
and take fourth place, two lengths behind Pom- 
poon, four lengths in front of the exhausted 
Aneroid, which finished almost together with 
Star Shadow and Sceneshifter, both of which 
had raced evenly but without much chance. 
The pace of American racing usually results 
in a series of successively slower quarters. But 
both Seabiscuit and Stagehand, after compara- 
tively slow fourth quarters, quickened the pace 
through the stretch. Seabiscuit covered the final 
quarter-mile in 2445 seconds, four-fifths of a 
second faster than his previous quarter. But 
Stagehand made up slightly more than two 
lengths, ran his final quarter in about 24% 
seconds to complete one of the most brilliant per- 
formances a 35-year-old has ever shown so early 
in the year. The accompanying chart was con- 
densed from that made for Daily Racing Form.

Today, owned by Neil S. McCarthy and C. V. 
Whitney, wrenched his back in his stall the day 
before the race. 

The Associated Press reported last week that

Blue Grass Stakes at Keeneland, which Sande 
won last year with Fencing. Stagehand is not, 
but will go to Keeneland for his preparation. 

Maxwell Howard, wintering in Florida, sent 
his string to California to escape “that electric 
rabbit,” War Admiral. A native of Lebanon, 
Ky., Colonel Howard lives in Dayton, Ohio, is a 
paper manufacturer. Earl Sande has trained his 
horses since he entered racing a few years ago. 

Stagehand’s victory in the $100,000 handicap 
followed a very profitable change of mind on the 
part of Trainer Sande. According to a message 
received Tuesday of this week from Brownie 
Leach’ after having been delayed in the mails 
since February 24, “Trainer Sande gave consid- 
erable thought to the idea of starting the colt in 
the handicap, but finally concluded to save him 
for his 3-year-old engagements.’’ When Brownie 
offered his congratulations on Stagehand’s Santa 
Anita Derby victory, Sande replied, “It has been 
a good while coming.”’ Until last year the former 
great jockey’s training had been largely made 
up of disappointments. Stagehand is eligible for 
most of the 38-year-old classics, with the excep- 
tion of the Belmont Stakes. Sande recalled that 
last year Sceneshifter was not eligible for the 
Withers, which he might have won, but was in 
the Belmont Stakes, in which he could only trail 
War Admiral. 


Stagehand's Chance 


Rushaway won two Derbys on successive days. 
and other horses have won larger numbers of 
Derbys in a season. But no horse yet has won 
the same Derby twice.

Hialeah Park Closes 


N March 5 Hialeah Park closed its most suc- 

cessful meeting, having held 46 days of rac- 
ing. In that time wagering totaled $22,076,243. 
The daily average for the meeting was $479,918. 
For a meeting of the same length last winter, the 
total was $19,130,105, the daily average $415,891. 
Attendance increased from a daily average of 
10,341 to an average of 11,183. The betting in- 
crease was 15 per cent, the attendance increase 
8 per cent. The charity programs netted $66,- 
907, against $62,592, an increase of 9 per cent. 

Developments among horses were perhaps 
fewer than in 1937. War Admiral so completely 
dominated the handicap field that others had lit- 
tle chance to show merit though Piccolo and Tat- 
terdemalion, both former Whitney racers, turned 
in good performances. Among the 2-year-olds 
the principal interest centered on Maeline, 
formerly Hireling, which accounted for four suc- 
cessive races, two of them stakes. Another good 
performer was Ariel Toy, second in the Nursery 
Stakes No. 1 and Juvenile Championship and 
winner of his one other start. 

Among the 3-year-olds, the brightest early star 
was Isaroma, first Islam foal to reach the races, 
but Isaroma went out with a spread hoof after 
his first victory at Hialeah Park, left Lawrin and 
Lavengro to compete for 3-year-old honors, the 
former, an Insco colt from the Woolford Farm of 
Herbert M. Woolf, emerging as leader of the di- 
vision with a victory in the Flamingo Stakes. Hal 
Price Headley’s Bourbon King, a disappointment 
in the early part of the meeting, displayed an im- 
proved performance in the Flamingo, perhaps an 
equally good one in the Widener Handicap, in 
which he went the first mile in second place be- 
hind War Admiral. 

With the closing of Hialeah Park, Florida rac- 
ing goes into its last phase, the second Tropical 
Park meeting. Minimum purses there will be 
$800, with a daily feature of $1,200 or more, and 
several purses at intermediate values. Only 
stakes event of the meeting is the Tropical Han- 
dicap, a 1 1-16-mile event for 3-year-olds and up, 
to be run closing day, April 9. 


Another Name, Another Stakes 


Hireling, bred by Ben A. Jones, and brought 
to Florida as a member of the Woolford Farm 
Stable, was sold during the Hialeah Park meet- 
ing to Maemere Farm (DeWitt Page), which 
got its first return on the investment when Hire- 
ling won the Nursery Stakes No. 1 on February 
22. On March 5 Hireling was sent out again, for 
the Hialeah Juvenile Championship ($2,500 
added, 2-year-olds which have won a race, three 
furlongs). But this time, in addition to new 
colors, Hireling had a new name. In accord with 
the stable’s custom of naming its horses to in- 
clude the prefix “Mae” (for Mrs. Page), Hire- 
ling had been renamed Maeline. The change in 
name had no effect on his running. Breaking in 
front Maeline (122), ridden by Jockey Sylvester 
Young, continued his unbeaten way, was ahead 
at every post for the fourth successive time. He 
won by a length from H. W. Jackson’s Ariel Toy 
(117), which had been second to Hireling in the 
Nursery Stakes No. 1. Greentree Stable’s Third 
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Degree (117), aptly named son of Questionnaire, 
was third, three-fourths of a length behind the 
Ariel colt. J. H. Whitney’s Shining One (117), 
half-brother to Pompoon, was slow in getting 
away, finished fourth, a neck farther back. Cherry 
Jam (119), Greentree Stable’s St. Brideaux geld- 
ing, the only other starter, was outrun. Time,

Easy For War Admiral 


The Widener Handicap ($50,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 11, miles), run at Hialeah Park 
March 5, would have been a good race had it not 
been for Samuel D. Riddle’s War Admiral (130).

With the Man o’ War colt in the field, the race 
had become, before the first turn was reached, 
a contest for second place. War Admiral, in 
quest of his tenth successive victory, carried his 
top weight like a feather, won as he liked. 


Approximately one out of four of Hialeah 
Park’s bettors, however, had hopes of landing a 
remote choice, and War Admiral went to post 
at 35 to 100. He held up the start for five min- 
utes by refusing to stand in the stall gate, and 
eventually was sent to the outside by Starter 
George Cassidy. From that position he was 
away nicely, with Piccolo (106) second, Mrs. 
Emil Denemark’s War Minstrel (111) third. 
War Admiral outran his field to the turn, crossed 
over and took the rail. Piccolo, behind him on 
the rail, went around the turn in second place, 
got into tight quarters as other horses came up 
on the outside. First of these was Bourbon 
King (3-y-o0, 10112), which had got away slowly, 
then was rushed into contention. He took sec- 
ond place from Piccolo after a half-mile, trailed 
War Admiral down the back stretch, a length 
behind. Piccolo continued in third place, with 
War Minstrel fourth. Rounding the turn into 
the stretch, Jockey Charles Kurtsinger asked 
War Admiral for a run. The bay colt responded 
with a rush which disposed of the challengers, 
carried him out to a five-length lead at the eighth- 
pole. At this point Bourbon King and Piccolo 
had retired, and War Minstrel was second, more 
or less by default. In the run to the wire, Kurt- 
singer took War Admiral up, winning by a

length and a half, and War Minstrel succumbed 
to a surprising stretch run by Mrs. E. H. Bart- 
lett's Zevson (104).

War Admiral has started 16 times, won 13 
races, finished second twice, third once, and has 
earned $231,625. This moves him from twenty- 
seventh to thirteenth place among American 
money winners, just behind his famous sire 
($249,465), just in front of Seabiscuit, whose sec- 
ond in the Santa Anita Handicap raised his earn- 
ings to $231,285. He is the second winner of 
more than $200,000 by Man o’ War, whose sire, 
Fair Play also had two, Man o’ War and Display. 
Seabiscuit, by Hard Tack, is a grandson of Man 
o’ War, giving the Fair Play line five winners of 
over $200,000. Just below this limited class are 
two others from the line, Discovery ($195,287) 
and Mad Hatter ($164,525). Brushup, dam of 
War Admiral, was bred by Mr. Riddle. She raced 
three times at two, was once second, once third. 
She entered stud at three and in 1933 produced 
her first foal, Flag Raising, by American Flag. 
Flag Raising, a maiden at two and three, won 
at four. War Admiral was her next foal. Her 
third, War Brush, has not started. Annette K. 
started only once, at two, and was unplaced. 
From seven foals she also produced War Glory 
(by Man o’ War and winner of Walden, Saranac, 
Maryland Handicaps, Lawrence Realization, Ken- 
ner, and Dwyer Stakes), and the winners Boom- 
ing Guns (by Man o’ War) and Warrior Queen 
(by American Flag). *Bathing Girl did not race.

Entries for Kentucky Derby 


ELEASED for publication this week is the list 

of 103 horses nominated for the sixty-fourth 
Kentucky Derby, to be run Saturday, May 7, at 
Churchill Downs, Louisville, Ky. The number of 
nominations is the same as in 1937, one more 
than in 1936, seven less than in 1935. The lead- 
ing nominators are Belair Stud (William Wood- 
ward), with five eligibles, and Hal Price Head- 
ley, Milky Way Farm (Mrs. Ethel V. Mars), and 
Valdina Farms (E. F. Woodward), with four 
each. Belair Stud’s Wise Fox. however, has now 
been sold to A. G. Tarn. Col. E. R. Bradley, who 
has had four winners of the Kentucky Derby in 
the last two decades, is without a Derby eligible 
for the first time in years. 


The sires with the most numerous representa- 
tion are *Pharamond II, with six (Menow, Dah 
He, Garry. King Pharamond, Mythical King, 
War Magic); *Sir Gallahad III, with five ( Fight- 
ing Fox, Farrell, Gallant Stroke, Great Union, 
Sir Ally); and Gallant Fox, with five (Cattistock, 
Cauteleaux, Madero, Robber Bold, Wise Fox). 
Man o' War, sire of the 1937 winner War Ad- 
miral, has only one eligible, Warlaine. 

Three fillies are included in the list of nomi- 
nees, Belair Stud’s Anaflame, Tall Trees Stable’s 
Last Message, and Alvin Untermyer’s Torchlight, 
but none of them has a record calculated to in- 
spire many stories beginning “Regret was the 
only filly to win the Kentucky Derby, but .. .” 


All the most prominent 2-year-olds of last 
year were nominated for Col. M. J. Winn’s big 
race, but for the first time in recent years there 
is a strong chance that a colt which achieved his 
first prominence during the winter racing months 
may become the early favorite, as Stagehand’s 
five successive wins in California, including the 
Santa Anita Derby and Santa Anita Handicap, 
constitute the most striking record any 3-year- 
old has ever made during the winter months. 

In the following list of eligibles the horses are 
arranged alphabetically. The owner, sire, and 
number of starts and wins at two are given for 
each horse. S indicates stakes winners, M maid- 
ens, N non-starters.

Death of C. R. Thompson 


Charles R. Thompson, 65 years old, former 
mayor of Lexington and one of the best known 
business men in central Kentucky, died at the 
Goed Samaritan Hospital, Lexington, on the 
morning of March 5. An operation failed to save 
his life after his appendix had ruptured. 

Mr. Thompson, always a lover of horses, had 
owned a few Thoroughbreds for a number of 
years. He bred and owned the Clipsetta Stakes 
winner of 1935, Mary Terry (by Terry out of 
Time Clock’s dam, Milfoil) and also owned the 
good colt Boston Pal. He usually had a few 
horses in training, and was an enthusiastic mem- 
ber of the Lexington Driving Club, which staged 
amateur contests at the Lexington trotting track. 
He was also a member of the Thoroughbred Club. 
At the time of his death Mr. Thompson owned 
several Thoroughbred broodmares, including 
Mary Terry. 


Tax Bill Dies 


Kentucky's Legislature adjourned March 1, 
leaving to die in committee bills which would 
have raised the pari-mutuel take-out to 13 per 
cent (3 per cent going to the State) and which 
provided that 90 per cent of track employees 
must be Kentuckians. The measure increasing 
the take-out did not reach the floor of either 
house, though the other bill was passed by the 
Senate. Another bill which died was one which 
provided taxation on racing news services. Ken- 
tucky’s present special session cannot act on rac- 
ing matters.

Weight-for-Age Total 


Flat racing last year was happy in that it did 
not suffer any cancellations for bad weather or 
other troubles. The aggregate of stake-money 
[£730,282] was the highest for any season since 
1930, whose total was £735,078. Two years pre- 
viously £744,511 was won, which stands as a 
record in English racing. In some quarters there 
is an impression that handicaps are taking too 
prominent a place in racing programmes, but the 
figures show that the amount won in handicaps 
in England and Scotland last year was £302,539, 
whereas the value of the weight-for-age races 
was £400,427. In selling races, other than handi- 


caps, the amount distributed was £55,160.—The 
Field (London). 


STUD NEWS 


First Foals 


HE two outstanding 3-year-olds of 1936 were 

M. L. Schwartz's Bold Venture, son of *St. 
Germans, and William Woodward's Granville, by 
Gallant Fox. The question as to which was the 
better remains a matter of debate, for Bold 
Venture failed to stand training after winning 
the Kentucky Derby and the Preakness Stakes 
and left the leadership to Granville, whose high 
class was unquestioned. Both retired to the stud 
at four, Bold Venture at Mereworth Stud, Lex- 
ington, and Granville at Kentmere Farm, Boyce, 
Va., under lease to Kenneth N. Gilpin. 

Within the last few weeks the first foals by 
each of these noted race horses have arrived. The 
first reported offspring of Bold Venture is a 
well made filly out of Grizel (sister to Elf, dam 
of Boojum), foaled at John Hay Whitney’s farm

Featuring the Fair Grounds racing on March 
5 was the Spanish Fort Handicap ($2,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, six furlongs). Lukewarm 
choice was T. J. Hill’s White Cockade (116), 
which had come on smartly to win a six-furlong 
stakes in 1:11°; on the previous Saturday. In 
the Spanish Fort Handicap, White Cockade was 
placed about the same way, at the eighth-pole, 
as he had been in the earlier stakes, but this time 
he elected to flatten out, finished fifth in a race 
won in 1:13'!;.

backed, on their “trials” form, such horses as 
Sergeant Murphy, Gregalach, Shaun _ Goilin, 
Grakle, Forbra, Kellsboro’ Jack, and Royal Mail? 
Yet they were all admirable types for Liverpool, 
and with the exception of Forbra and Gregaiach 
had shown their ability to jump the fences prior 
to their National successes. 


American-Bred Novice 


if inet the past week we had a fair spate of 
“public trials,” and although I doubt, for the 
reasons set out above, the value of the form as 
shown in black and white, the events were not 
lacking in interest for the close observer. Thus 
at Nottingham on February 15, we saw a num- 
ber of National outsiders saddled for the Not- 
tinghamshire Handicap ‘Chase (3 miles). The 
event was won by the lightly weighted 7-year-old 
Pet Son, owned by H. H. Brandt. Pet Son was 
entered for the National, but was taken out at 
the acceptance stage, his owner being of the opin- 
ion that the son of Sun Yat Sen was not suffi- 
ciently mature for the great ordeal. Runner-up 
to him in this Nottingham race was the hand- 
some Irish 7-year-old Royal Danielli, and the 
third was Ambrose Clark's 6-year-old La Touche. 
Then came Prominent Lad and Rockquilla. 
Among the fallen were Lough Cottage and 
Bachelor Prince, while Don Bradman, hopelessly 
placed throughout, was pulled up half a mile 
from home. I liked the way Royal Danielli ran, 
though I am not sure that the gelding stays. 
La Touche, which was essaying 3! miles for the 
first time, seemed to be tiring when he made 
minor mistakes over the last two fences. I am, 
however, much attracted to this young son of 
La Brige, and if Ambrose Clark decides to let 
him take his chance in the National, I think he 
will make a very creditable display. He is 
trained by Ivor Anthony, who is responsible also 
for Royal Mail and Drinmore Lad. Mr. Clark, a 
knowledgeable and patient owner, is inclined to 
think that La Touche should be kept for another 
year before attempting the National trip, but I 
believe that Anthony advocates letting the geld- 
ing take his chance next month. One or two of 
the people connected with the Wroughton stable 
have taken 66 to 1 to a “tenner” about La 
Touche. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ambrose Clark were at the Lei- 
cester meeting, having arrived from the States 
a few days previously. At the first stage of the 
fixture they had the pleasure of seeing their 
colors to the fore on the American-bred 5-year- 
old Teddy the Bold (By *Teddy out of Milkmaid). 
This gelding shaped extremely well in account- 
ing for 20 rivals in the Wollaton ‘Chase (2 
miles), and is evidently a novice of great possi- 
bilities. Teddy the Bold is trained by Reg. 
Hobbs, a master of his profession who is doing 
remarkably well with the horses owned by his 
American patrons. Incidentally, young Bruce 
Hobks brought his number of winning mounts up 
to 50 when scoring on Teddy the Bold. 


Two Cracks Beaten 


OR those owners who want to give their 
champions a race in public but who do not 
relish their giving away lumps of weight in 
handicaps, the Optional Selling ‘Chase is becom- 
ing popular. In these events, all carry at level 
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weights except those entered to be sold, which 
usually get an allowance of about 21 pounds. 
Two or three platers will usually turn out on 
these ‘erms and although they have little win- 
ning chance, they help to make a show. It was 
in one of these events, run over 3 miles at 
Hurst Park on February 17, that we saw such 
crackajacks as Golden Miller, Airgead Sios, and 
Macaulay in opposition, the first time that the 
two first named celebrities had clashed. A shade 
of odds were laid on “The Miller,”” but he was 
beaten by five lengths by Macaulay, with Airgead 
Sios eight lengths away third and a couple of 
platers behind. It was a pretty race to watch, 
put I would not care to vouch for the accuracy 
of the form. Admirers of Macaulay immediately 
heralded him as a champion of champions, and 
predicted that he would confirm his superiority 
over Golden Miller in the Cheltenham Gold Cup, 
which will be his next engagement. Maybe 
they're right, but I shall believe it when I see it. 
What this Hurst Park race did indicate to me 
was that Airgead Sios, as I have all along main- 
tained, is not a true stayer. 


Macaulay is by Bolingbroke out of Cornette. 
He was bred by Lord Rosebery, who sold him 
for 300 guineas to H. Steel, a patron of Peter 
Thrale’s stable, because he was so small. Since 
then the gelding has grown, and I should say 
he is now about 16 hands, though still rather 
lacking substance. He was not entered for the 
National because it was thought he would not 
stay the trip. He is evidently a fairly robust sort, 
for five days prior to this Hurst Park win he 
had made a fine race of it with Delachance at 
Lingfield. It would now certainly seem that 
Delahance is extremely well in the Grand Na- 
tional with only 149 pounds to shoulder, though 
again I would emphasize the danger of conclu- 
sions based on form over these easy park courses, 


Drinmore Lad Still Looks Good 


N another Optional Selling 'Chase, run over 21. 

miles at Newbury on February 18, my Nation- 
al fancy, Drinmore Lad, was seen to the fore 
his first success since he dead-heated with Gold- 
en Miller at Gatwick more than 13 months ago. 
Paul Mellon's good horse is running into his best 
form at the right time, and all being well he 
will win our money in the great race on March 
25, as did his stable companion Royal Mail last 
year. Second to Drinmore Lad at Newbury, 
beaten three parts of a length, was the French 
hope Takvor Pacha. James V. Rank’s mare 
Cooleen was three lengths away third. Runner- 
up to Royal Mail at Liverpool 12 months ago, 
Cooleen has been backed at £8,000 to £400 to 
win next month's event. 

Evan Williams having wrenched a shoulder by 
a fall the previous day, young Bruce Hobbs rode 
Drinmore Lad in this Newbury race. I must not 
dismiss the affair without favorably commenting 
on the fencing of Takvor Pacha, which meets 
Drinmore Lad on no less than 17 pounds better 
terms in the National. The French 6-year-old, a 
rather flashy sort of chestnut, has not the power 
behind the saddle that Drinmore Lad possesses, 
but there is a lot to like about the way he crosses 
his fences. If he has enough stamina for the 
Aintree trip, he will give his backers a good 
run. 


Burning Blaze 


Chestnut, 1929, by Big Blaze—Mexican Tea,

Burning Blaze won six races and $84,325 
at two, including Post and Paddock, Rich- 
ard Johnson Stakes, Eastern Shore Handi- 
cap. He won his only start at three, a prep 
for the Kentucky Derby for which he was 
favorite. In that race Burning Blaze suf- 
fered a cut tendon, was retired. 


Burning Blaze had three registered foals 
to reach racing age prior to Jan. 1, 1938. 
They include the stakes winner Burning 
Star, the winner Aglow, and Shandon Queen, 
which started but a few times at two. Burn- 
ing Star was one of the best 3-year-olds 
of 1937. He won the Travers Stakes, Sar- 
anac, Maryland Handicaps, and three other 
races. Burning Star carried top weight of 
117 pounds to beat Forty Winks, Rex Flag, 
Prairie Dog, etc., in the Saranac Handicap, 
won the Travers by four lengths from Up 
and Doing, Matey, etc., and won the Mary- 
land Handicap by four lengths from Dellor, 
Bottle Cap, Eagle Pass, etc. In the Riggs 
Handicap he was beaten a neck by Sea- 
biscuit in new track record time of 1:57%% 
for the 1 3-16 miles (beating *Caballero II, 
Aneroid, Unfailing, Firethorn, etc.). Burn- 
ing Star also was second to Eagle Pass in 
Havre de Grace Handicap (beating Fair 
Knightess, Calumet Dick, etc.), second to 
Rex Flag in Kenner Stakes, second to Dawn 
Play in American Derby (beating Dellor, 
Case Ace, Eagle Pass, etc.), third in Wash- 
ington Handicap to War Admiral and Heel- 
fly, and third in Classic to Flying Scot and 
Eagle Pass. Burning Star was fourth in 
Potomac Handicap after being knocked 
back then closing a big gap. In two years 
of racing Burning Star has been unplaced 
only six times in 25 starts and has earned

HE first American crop of foals by *Sir Galla- 

had III appeared in 1927, but he has been so 
prolific that in the last two or three years his 
daughters have had a numerous representation 
on the race courses. Only 32 of his daughters 
were listed as dams of registered foals in Volume 
16 of the American Stud Book (including foals 
of 1933), but this number must have been in- 
creased materially by the end of 1935. *Sir Gal- 
lahad III has been quick to make his reputation 
as a broodmare sire. Prior to 1937 his represen- 
tation was not numerous enough to place him 
among the leaders, but in that year he ranked 
fifth among American broodmare sires, and in 
England, where three of his daughters were rep- 
resented by winners, he was thirteenth, with 
£12,188 ($60,940) to his credit. If his English 
and American totals were combined, *Sir Galla- 
had III would rank second to Sweep on the list 
of American broodmare sires, but it is impracti- 
cal to combine statistics from different racing 
countries. Among the seven stakes winners 
(marked S) of 1937 produced by daughters of 
*Sir Gallahad III were the colt Sky Larking and 
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the filly Merry Lassie, each of which was gen- 
erally ranked either first or second in their re- 
spective sex divisions among the 2-year-olds of 
last year. In the following list are given all the 
daughters of *Sir Gallahad III represented by 
winners in North America in 1937, with the win- 
ners and their records.

HE unbeaten Colin. one of the greatest race 

horses ever produced in America, never 
gained fame as a sire, largely because he had few 
foals in comparison with his best contemporariss. 
He never appeared among the list of 20 leading 
sires, but his daughters have produced a number 
of excellent performers, and he has been on the 
list of leading broodmare sires a few times. Last 
year he attained his best rank in this department, 
as a result of Rosemont’s victory in the Santa 
Anita Handicap. In the most recent volume of 
the American Stud Book Colin was represented 
ky only 20 daughters which were the dams of 
revistered produce. In 1937, 12 of his daughters 
were represented by 21 winners of 76 races and 
$159.471. Besides Rosemont, there were three 
other stakes winners among them.
